Palestinian leader 

BEIRUT, Jan. 26 (Agencies) — The Palestine liberation 
Organization named Friday a 31-year-old woman with a British 
passport as the third member of a hit team that assassinated 
Ali Hassan Salamefr. the head of Fateh' security service. 

But PLO spokesmen were resigned that all three major 
suspects in the assassination squad have already left Lebanon 
through the eastern sector of Beirut. 

The woman was identified as Erika Mary Chambers, pass- 
port number B-&49S2Q issued in London in 1975. Sources of 
a special commando investigating team sakl she is suspected 
of having sent the remote control signal that detonated a 
booby-trapped oar killing Salameh, four Palestinian body- 
guards, three Lebanese and a British woman passerby Monday. 

The sources said Miss Chambers was believed to have 
sent the electronic signal from a wial) apartment she rented 
four months ago overlooking Salameb's flat. 

The signed detonated a Wolkswagen rigged with 50 kilo- 
grams of explosives as Salameh, code name Abu Hassan, 
drove past in b is stationwagon. 

Miss Chambers paid 14,000 Lebanese pounds (less than 
55,000) in a one year rent for the apartment. She also rented a 
Japanese-made car from the same Beirut rental outfit that 
provided the car for the other two suspects, the sources added. 

The apartment bufldiog janitor says he saw Mias Cham- 
bers, carrying a suitcase, leaving the place by her rented car 
a short while after the fatal Hast. She was quoted as having 
said the explosion and the ensuing commotion had unnerved 
her and she wanted a short rest in a bold in another area, 
according to the sources.

Britain denies Kingdom 
backing out of oil meet 

LONDON. Jan. 26 (UPI) — Britain’s Ministry of Energy 
said Friday there was no substance to reports that an informal 
meeting in London between OPEC and non-OPEC oil produ- 
cers planned for early March had been cancelled. 

"Okaz" newspaper said Thursday the conference, sponsor- 
ed by the British ministry, will not be held because Saudi 
Arabia and Kuwait have declined to participate. 

‘'There is absolutely no substance to these reports,'' 
the ministry said. 

Details of the conference, which officials hope will be 
held around the first week of March, are stiT being worked 
out. 

The conference is expected to group OPEC countries Vene- 
zuela, Kuwait, Saudi Arabia and Ecuador, along with the non- 
OPEC oil producers Britain. Norway, Mexico, and Canada. 

The purpose of the conference, the ministry said, was to 
discuss possible links that might be forged between OPEC 
and non-OPEC oil producers. 

Petroleum and Minerals Minister Sheikh Ahmad Zaki 
Yamani will represent the Kingdom. British officials said in 
London recently. 

The meeting will be the first official contact between 
OPEC and non-OPEC producers and the emphasis wiU be on 
the creation of grounds for a dialogue. Oil pricing will not 
be discussed, the officials said.

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BIG POWER PLAY 


The once proud Shah rightly feels betrayed by the United 
States and President Carter in particular. He has realized too 
late that he has put all his eggs in one basket and that he 
has been made to pay for it. The case of the Shah once more 
underlines the danger of playing pawn in big power politics 
because the big powers are driven by the sole motive of pro- 
tecting their own interests at the expense of everyone else. 

The alternative is to . keep the big powers at arm's 
length and to cooperate with them only to the point where 
cooperation remains balanced and mutually advantageous. The 
game of playing one Big power against another is as danger- 
ous as playing with one alone. A small nation can only depend 
on iLsdf for its own survival, asking for and accepting favors 
from no one because no nation is Joved for its blue (black) 
eyes but rather for its usefulness to others. 

In Iran, the U.S. has committed the same mistakes that 
have caused it to lose influence and interests in many other 
parts of the world from central Africa. to Southeast Asia. At 
times, the only explanation becomes the most ludicrous one — 
the Washington administration suffering a color blindness that 
makes it unable to tell green from red. 

What concerns the Arabs most is that the US. .may be 
committing the same mistakes in their region right this minute 
with possible dangerous future repercussions. It remains de- 
termined to push ahead with an Egyptian-Israeli peace treaty 
despite the clear opposition of the other Arab states. If the 
treaty is signed, the U.S. may create a more potentially dan- 
gerous situation than the one it has solved. At best, the peace 
treaty will give Egypt a good deal at the expense of every other 
Arab state. At worst, it will give Egypt a rotten deal and at 
the same time drive a wedge between Cairo and other Arab 
capitals. Somehow, the Carter administration still thinks that 
it can use the treaty as a first step toward general peace. It 
still hopes that Jordan, the Palestinians and Syria wiii even- 
tually be lured into similar deals. 

Meanwhile, the U.S. is piqued with its friends for not 
supporting Egypt in its negotiations with Israel. Instead of 
exerting pressure on the Begin government to make genuine 
concessions for peace that would make the treaty more 
palatable it is criticizing the moderate Arab states for staying 
on the sidelines. No one in the Middle East wants peace more 
than the moderate Arab states which are generally rich coun- 
tries that would thrive in an era of calm and quiet. But there 
are limits to what such states can be requested to produce in 
the interest of the so-called peace. There are equal opposite 
pressures on them (which a friend should be able to see) and 
there are historical and religious considerations (hat will not 
be shelved under any circumstance and regardless of the con- 
sequences. 

The case of Iran does not make such states fear for the 
future and prepared to give up their principles. On the con- 
trary, it makes them determined to preserve and protect their 
independence and freedom of decision. 


Romanian defiance

WASHINGTON — 

With outspoken criticism of 
the recent Vietnamese-led in- 
vasion of Cambodia, Romania 
once again has challenged the 
Soviet Union on a major point 
of international policy — a 
stance of defiance that is be- 
coming increasingly frequent 
and open. 

In the past few months. 
Romania has given a warm 
welcome to China's leader, Hua 
Kuo- feng; has refused Kremlin 
demands for increased defense 
spending; and has approached 
the European Common Market 
for talks on a commercial pact. 
AH of this is calculated to an- 
ger the Soviets. 

With the new rift over events 
in Indochina, the gap between 
Moscow and Bucharest seems 
wider— in the view of specialists 
here — than at any time in the 
past decade. 

While other -Soviet allies 
speedily endorsed Vietnam's ous 
ter of the Khmer Rouge gov- 
cfjiment in Phnom Penh, a Ro- 
nfanian statement declared that 
the offensive was “a heavy 
blow for the prestige of socia- 
lism." 

“No reasons and arguments 
whatsoever," the Romanians as- 
sorted, "can justify intervention 
and interference in the affairs 
of another state whatever their 
form, especially when two so- 
c alist countries are involved." 

The Romanian language, an- 
alysts recalled, was similar to 


that used at the time of the 
Soviet-led invasion of Czecho- 
slovakia in 1968. when Buchar- 
est was rife with fears that it. 
too, might be attacked. 

Obviously there is no such 
danger now. Yet Romania's 
alarm about the Soviet- backed 
Vietnamese action half a world 
away apparently reflects fears 
in Bucharest about a pattern 
of stronger Communist govern- 
ments replacing weaker ones of 
which the Soviets disapprove. 

For years, Romania's leader, 
Nicolae Ceausescu, has careful- 
ly crafted his country's inde- 
pendent foreign policy by tak- 
ing, as one analyst put it, “two 
steps away from Moscow and 
one back.” Lately, all the steps 
have been in one direction — 
away. 

While the Kremlin no doubt 
is. upset about the Romanian 
moves , U.S. officials have spot- 
ted no concrete Soviet moves 
<u punish Ceausescu. "The 
Soviets have been surprisingly 
restrained in their response 
given the provocation," one 
senior official caid. 

Ceausescu has held no meet- 
ings with top Soviet officials 
since a Warsaw Pact summit 
:n November. 

Why Ceausescu has chosen 
be so bold now is a bit of 
3 puzzle. 

For the Kremlin, the Ro- 
manian challenge is a persistent 
irritation, one that it thus far 
has been unable to repress. —

Energy ignorance in America

WASHINGTON— 
Five years after OPEC’s 
quadrupling of oil prices and 
the Arab oil embargo, U.S. po- 
licymakers still have a poor 
understanding of the relation- 
ship between international and 
domestic energy issues. 

This is the conclusion of the 
U.S. General Accounting Offi- 
ce (GAO), the congressional 
watch-dog agency that recently 
released a comprehensive re- 
port on "The United States 
and International Energy Is- 
sues." 

The report poses specific 
questions about 11 major glo- 
bal energy issues derived from 
a single central theme: “Are 
U-S. international energy and 
related policies consistent with 
domestic energy goals and na- 
tional security, economic per- 
formance, and quality-of-life 
objectives?" 

The GAO said it undertook 
the study “because of a con- 
cern tlat the international ra- 
mifications erf U.S. energy 
problems are not yet adequa- 
tely understood nor sufficient- 
ly integrated into a coherent 
set of national energy poli- 
cies.” 

By implication, the report 
k a slap at American policy- 
makers, who have crafted a 
national energy Strategy that 
many experts feel is confused, 
contradictory and in the final 
analysis inadequate. 

These experts criticize Sec- 
retary James Sohksinger for 
presiding over an Energy De- 
partment widely regarded as 
the moat inept and chaotic fe- 
deral agency in Washington. 

They also blame President 
Carter for failing to provide 
sufficient national leadership 
on energy issues, and Cong- 
ress for adopting a paro 
chial, politically motivated ap- 
proach to national energy po- 


licy. 

"Although the United States 
plays a leadership role in 
world affairs, rive yeans after 
the Arab oil embargo and the 
Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries' price hi- 
kes that followed, it still has 
not developed energy policies 
that significantly reduce the 
impact of UA consumption 
on global supplies,” the report 
declares. 

"Other governments are 
deeply troubled by wbat they 
perceive as the inability of the 
United States to act resolute- 
ly to solve its energy prob- 
lems, to recognize their energy 
needs, and to realize how 
American energy demand af- 
fects them and the world eco- 
nomy.” 

The GAO report notes that 
the U-S. relies far more hea- 
vily on imported energy today 
than it did at the time of the 
oil embargo. At the beginn- 
ing of tins decade, oil imports 
accounted for only 23 percent 
of US. petroleum consump- 
tion. and 10 percent of the 
country’s gross energy con- 
sumption, Today, imported ofl 
makes op almost half of the 
nation’s petroleum consump- 
tion and almost 25 percent of 
US. gross energy use. 

“Moreover," says the re- 
port, "indications are that, by 
the mid-1980s, (the U.S.) 
oould be nearly twice again 
as dependent on imported 
energy as it is now.”

“While each is sufficiently 
important to be singled out for 
separate analysis,” it adds, “all 
are kuerredated in important 
ways. Consequently, the result 
of wait in one area is likely 
to have significant implica- 
tions for the understanding of 
other key issues.” 

GAO teams heH extensive 
interviews with oVter 400 ex- 
perts in 15 countries of North 
America, Europe and the Far 
East 

Significantly, the GAO team 
neglected to seek input from 
energy experts in any of the 
OPEC countries .(apart from 
OPEC Secretary General Ali 
Jaidah, who was interviewed 
in Vienna, Austria).' 

For this reason, the report 
shows a dear bias in some of 
the questions it poses — ques- 
tions that raise doubts about 
the stability of certain OPEC 
countries and express Hi-con- 
cealed paranoia about OPEC 
investments in the United 
States. 

But by and large, the GAO 
report raises crucial issues 
which American policymakers 
must seriously consider before 
em&axking on a global energy 
strategy. 


The sad troth is that the 
U-S- government is not only 
u n prepared to cope with this 
p ir obkm but is also perhaps 
years away from undertakiDg 
a systematic analysis that 
would enable policymakers to 
make informed and effective 
decisions on global energy is- 
sues. 

The GAO, in its report,, ur- 
ges that such an analysis be

DHAHRAN— 

The casual observer of die 
Saudi economy must be won- 
dering why a large number of 
private Saudi citizens are inves- 
ting some of their savings ab- 
road. where the average rates 
of return on their investment 
are far less than what they can 
realize within the Kingdom. To 
be sure, the bulk of private sa- 
vings is still being employed 
to produce domestic goods and 
services. Nevertheless. any 
amount of domestic funds that 
seeks foreign outlets, at the 
time when the Saudi govern- 
ment is doing its utmost to en- 
courage private domestic invest- 
ment. must be explained. 

It may take years, if ever, 
before we know the full expla- 
nation. But here are some of 
the factors that may shed light 
on this behavior: 

First, individuals and busi- 
ness firms may invest abroad 
for the sake of diversification. 
That is, an investor may not 
want to put “all of his eggs in 
one basket." Thus be may pra. 
fer a lower average rate of re- 
turn on his investment abroad 
and on his investment at home 
to a higher rate of return oa 
domestic investment alone. 

The majority of investors are 
not worried about political ins 
lability or risks of expropria 
tion in Saudi Arabia. By any 
standards, Saudi Arabia is po- 
litically a very stable commu- 
nity and its commitment to thr* 
respect of private property 
rights is firm and certain. What 
may worry investors, however, 
are economic forces that arr 
beyond Saudi Arabia’s control, 
such as fluctuations in oil pri- 
ces and political upheaval in 
other countries. 

Second, while financial rates 
of return on domestic invest- 
ment in Saadi Arabia are cer- 
tainly higher than what they 
are in Europe or in America, 
that does not tell the whole 
story. A businessman, like eve- 
lyone else for that matter, does 
not only think of bis rates of. 


return but is also concerned 
with the amount of the non- 
financia! costs he has to incur 
before he reaps the financial 
fruit$ of his efforts. 

And in Saudi Arabia, non- 
financia] costs are substantial. 
A Saudi businessman for ins 
lance, has ta work longer hours 
and under less favorable con 
ditions than his counterparts *n 
Europe and America. The rea- 
son: He has to do almost eve- 
rything himself. Able assistants 
are either very expensive or 
simply not available it any 
price. 

There are also other prob- 
lems that Saudi businessmen 
must contend with, not the least 
of. which is the familiar, but 
nevertheless very annoying, bu- 
reaucratic red type. For exam- 
ple, a contractoi may spend 
hours of his valuable time wai- 
ting to see a petty clerk who 
will not immediately receive 
him and who is causing the 
delay of the long overdue pay- 
ment?. 

We can also think of the dif- 
ficulties that a businessman fa- 
ces before he is able to get 
entry visas for his expatriate 
-employees. That is not to say 
that entry visas should be gran- 
ted immediately and easily, 
since there may exist good se- 
curity reasons for the delay. It 
is to say, however, that the 
long process which is required 
before visas are granted does 
increase the cost of doing bu- 
siness in Saudi Arabia. 

The high administrative costs 
of doing business here may ex- 
. plain why many foreign com- 
panies establish their regional 
headquarters outside the King- 
dom. even when Saudi Arabia 
is the biggest market for tlieir 
products. 

In short, some Saudi inves-' 
tors are willing to forego some 
financial return for convenien- 
ce and ease of doing business 
in other countries. 

Some commentators have al- 
leged that academic economics 
is irrelevant to a businessman 
because it is only concerned 
with the financial side of doins 
business. But that is not true. 
When an economist tells you 
'• that . a businessman, just like 


any other member of society, 
maximizes his utility rather than 
his wealth, what he means is 
that people worry about other 
things in life in addition to 
wealth. 

Third: Sometimes foreign in- 
vestment is undertaken tn in- 
crease a domestic firm’s foreign 
prestige and thereby add to its 
future domestic income. That 
is. a firm mav be interested in 
a foreign venture for the sake 
of establishing connections with 
foreign firms. Very frequently, 
the help of more experienced, 
foreign finns is badly needed 
Hy domestic firms for the pur- 
pose of ranking and success- 
fully carrying out their domes- 
tic investment. 

Fourth: Traditionally, land, 
was <he most desirable outlet 
for private excess fund? in Sau- 
di Arabia. Many people have 
learned that investing savings 
by buying land took very little 
effon. required no exceptional 
talent, and resulted in high ra- 
Les of return. But toward the 
beginning of last year, the val- 
ue of land had ceased to in- 
crease, and that lessened the 
attractiveness of buying land 
as a means of investment. 

Saudi investors wilt find it ? 
desirable to invest some of their , 
cash abroad even when the ra- 
tes of return on similar domes- 
tic investment are higher. They 
do so because the purpose of 
investing is to maximize one's 
wealth with the least possible 
“headache.” And investing in 
domestic Saudi projects, in 
spite of the government’s effort 
to make it worthwhile may 
result in high financial rates of 
return, but wfll also require 
greater personal efforts on the 
part of the investor. 

Some of those who chose to 
invest outside the Kingdom 
must have decided that the ad- 
ditional nonfinanciaj costs of 
doing business here are high 
enough to compensate for the 
lower rate* of return on their ' 
foreign investment. If that is 
not the motive of some other, 
investors, then they may have 
decided on. foreign investment 
for diversification purpose or 
for the purpose of acquiring 
foreign know-how.

The United States wD con- 
sider selling Alaskan cal to 
Israel if Israel asks far assis- 
tance in meeting its energy 
requirements following the 
cafoff of shipments from its 
principal supplier, Iran. 

The United Stales promis- 
ed, as part of the 1975 Suni 
accords, to act as Israel’s siqr 
pHer of last resort if that 
country were cut off . from 
other sources. State Depart- 
ment spokesman Hodkfing 
darter told reporters recent- 
ly that Israel so far has not 
asked the United States to 
honor that pledge. 

Nevertheless, a senior inter- 
agency planning group has 
been weighing methods of 
meeting that request, should 
it be made. 

The sale of Alaskan crude 
is one option under considera- 
tion. Others include using 
U5. good offices to encou- 
rage non-Arab oil exporters 
to sell to Israel, or selling the 
Israelis oil from U.S. govern- 
ment-owned reserves on 
public lands. 


Iran, the world’s hugest non- 
Arab o9 exporting country, 
had been supplying Israel 
80,000 bands a day — more 
than half of JsraeTs daily 
consumption — until the recent 
dvfl dbhntance that shut 
down Iranian oil production. 

Iranian opposition leaders, 
including Prime Minister 
Sbahpour Bakhtiar and reli- 
gions leader Ayatullah Ruhol- 
lah Khomeini, have repeated- 
ly said that once Iran’s ofl 
production is restored they 
would not permit sales to Is- 
rael or South Africa. 

One senior administration 
official, who asked not to be 
identified, characterized the 
Israel's oil situation as "ser- 
ious but not yet extreme”. At 
the Energy Department, ano- 
ther official said, "The Is- 
raelis have only received a 
few shipments of oil from. 
Iran flfince November.” 

Over recent years the Is- 
raelis have built up an enor- 
mous stockpile of oil, equiva- 
lent to nearly one year’s 
needs.

The Israelis also pump 
nearly 40,000 barrels a day in 
ofl from the Alma o3 fields:

But these fields would even- 
tually be returned to. Egypt 
if an Israeli-Egyptian peace 
settlement is readied. 

The U-S. Energy Depart- 
ment says tint Israel imported 
an average of 125,000 hands 
of ofl a day over the last 
year. 

Thus far, Israel has been 
able to make up much of the 
differences through oil pur- 
chases from Metictris state 
ran oil company, Petroleons 
Mexicans, amounting to about 
45,000 bands a day, and from 
unnamed African and Latin 
American oil exporters. 

Details about Israel’s oil 
supply arrangements are close- 
ly held for fear that disclosure 
could remit in public pressure 
from Arab producers in the 
Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries to cut

Low-flying, elusive-and unidentified

WASHINGTON — During 
iwo weeks m 1975, a siring of 
the United States' supers ertsj- 
uve n ud ear missile launch sites 
and bomber bases were visited 
by unidentified, low-flying and 
elusive objects, according to 
Defense Department reports. 

The sightings, made visually 
and on radar by air and ground 
crews and sabotage-alert 
forces, occurred at instal- 
lations in Montana, Michigan 
and Maine, and led to exten- 
sive but unsuccessful air force 
attempts ru track and detain 
the objects. 

Air Force and Defense De- 
partment records variously des- 
cribe the objects as helicopters, 
aircraft, unknown entities and 
brightly lighted, fast-moving 
vehicles that hovered over n ti- 
des r weapons storage areas 
and evaded all pursuit efforts. 

In several instances, after 
base security had been pene- 
trated, the Air Force sent fighter 
planes and airborne command 
planes alofr to carry on the 
unsuccessful pursuit. The re- 
cords do not indicate if the 
fighters fired on the intruders. 

The documents also give no 
indication that die airspace in- 
cursions provoked much more

-Dutch businessmen are sene' 
rally a little gloomy about eco- 
nomic future and exports.. 
Businessmen often tend to lake 
their own problems more ser- 
iously than other people’s and 
for many of them it is very 
difficult to accept that Holland 
cannot compete more with all 
her products. 

At meetings, K..H. Beyen, 
the Dutch secretary of state 
for trade promotion, tries to 
cheer up the pessimists. His 
“positivism” is natural to most 
bankers. Former bead of For- 
eign Affairs for the AMRO 
Bank, and liberal statesman, 
Mr. Beyen is well equipped to 
grasp the Netheriand’s export 
problems. Besides export-pro- 
motion. his job is to 
bring foreign policy chosen io 
export needs, and to make 
Dutch businessmen more con- 
fident about private initiatives. 
He is now leading the Dutch 
Expo ship tour of the Gulf. 

According to trim the Dutch 
should try no means feel defe- 
ated. They should appreciate 
the problems, and realize 
that they can be overcome 
in a joint effort. 

The future depends he said 
in . a lengthy interview wkti 
“Arab News”, on the growth 
of world-trade and on the de- 
mand for Dutch products ab- 
road. Beyen as moderately 
optimistic about the develop- 
ment of hAs world-trade, cer- 
tainly ns far as 1979 is con- 
cerned. 

“Most experts agree with 
that”, says Beyen: The German 
economy already shows signs 
of recovery and Holland wiH 
experience positive results grew 
this. On the other band, our 
exports can only be kept up 
if our expenses do not rise any 
further and if the government 
checks the progress within the 
savings program. 

“I am no expert on the eco- 
nomies of the Arab countries, 
but i 1 seems to me (hat our 
exports to those countries wiR 
be maintained on the same 
•level. Their tremendous income, 
is being used for (he develop- 
ment of their industry and agri- 
culture. This will result in an 
economic upswing, enabling the 
oil-countries to form economi- 
cally strong units. As such they 


wifi become increasing outlets 
for our firms in ail fields." 

Q: Would they not become 
serious competitors for Hol- 
land? The oil-countries are 
very interested in petrochemi- 
cal products and Holland al- 
ready has over-capacity. 

A: That is always possible 
when you transfer your tech- 
nology to others. There is every 
chance then that the others are 
going to compete in your own 
market or in the Third World 

countries But you cannot 

stop such a development by not 
supplying the know-how becau- 
se we are not the only coun- 
try to have (ins and the Arabs 
don't depend on Hofiand only. 
We can merdy hope that the 
outlets for their products and 
the development of the Third 
World wifi be such as not to 
turn their exports completely 
against us. 

Q: Urrked Stares and Japan 
'have less over-capacity. Do you 
thank they will be more in- 
clined to supply the necessary 
know-how? 

A: Those countries have as 
much to lose. I don't think that 
it is a question of restraint in 
our country. Arab countries 
buy the technical know-how. 
equipment and anything else 
they meet wherever they can 
get-die besi and the cheapest. 
Sometimes tins indudes Dutch 
products. 

Q: Is the decline of the 
Dutch share in world-trade due 
to (he fact that they have let 
things get on ahead of them? 

A: *T absduely disagree with 
that. The enonnous growth of 
the EEC has been a big ad- 
vantage for Dutch industry 
where k could supply goods at 
competitive prices. But, lack of 
capacity and manpower in the 
sixties and the early seventies 
has meant, our industry could 
not possibly produce more for 
the rest of the world. My 
impression is (hat many firms 
are working very hard now 
and that they have to fight to 
get orders; they are admittedly 
only partially successful.

Holland 
subsidizes the Chambers of 
Commerce in different coun- 
tries a great deal so the smaller 
embassy staff are sufficient. 

However, 1 admit that at 
the moment, owing to Lbe pro- 
blems and lo the industrial 
interest for Third World coun- 
tries, our diplomatic service is 
somewhat under-staffed. We 
will have to change that with- 
in the limited means we have 
got and increase the number 
of employees at (he embas- 
sies as soon as possible. 

■ Until recently, Dutch busi- 
nessman avoided their embas- 
sies , -but this has changed. 
Nowadays, the embassies have 
competent staff who fully de- 
fend -our interests in foreign 
countries. 

Qs Do you think that the 
‘ professional” French way of 
handling problems h&a more 
results than the Dikch wav? 

A: 1 don’t know if you can 
call that more “professional 
they used heavy artillery in 
certain areas. In some coun- 
tries it is very important that 


cases, the French wifl. have 
obtained more results. But' the 
business which our firms have 
acquired in the Middle East 
baa practically been done with- 
out any government support. 

Qs A well-known saying 
about die Dutch businessman 
is chat he has to improvise too 
much in foreign countries 

A: That is an unfair rep- 
roach. to Dutch business and 
in particular to the big firms 
that have international expe- 
rience. There are only a few 
countries chat have, within 
relative borders, such impor- 
tant multinationals. 

Q: Do you think that social 
relationships in countries Hol- 
land does business with, should 
not be taken into corudera- 
tion? 

A: That depends. I can 
imagine that (here are coun- 
tries we should not do any 
business with, in particular 
when the United Nations 
has agreed on it It is a mis- 
understanding to suppose that 
in Holland moral prevails 
over profit This is not the 
case in the industry; it is not 
a general rule. 

From the political point of 
view it is a different matter. 
I quite understand that certain 
aspects of trade are being em- 
phasized in parliament. This 
can lead to the loss of export- 
orders, because politicians be- 
lieve drat a given country 
does not respect human rights. 

But it is not always a mo- 
ral issue, it is also a matter 
of faith in the other country. 
It is a good thing, that in a 
democratic system like ours 
those things are being dis- 
cussed; the final decision is in 
hands of the parliament. 

Q: Do you believe that the 
high level of investments in 
Arab Countries has passed; 
that Dutch exports to those 
countries will slowdown? 

A: There is no reason for

Squeeze starts to show 
in U.K. company profits 


LONDON, Jan. 26 (UPI) 
— In the past year, British 
company profits have increas- 
ed by around 10 per cent, 
narrowly beating inflation, but 
there has already been a 
dramatic slowing from a rise 
of 50 per cent in 1977. And 
there are now signs of a fur- 
ther change for the worse that 
could bring a standstill, or 
even a fall, in profits in 1979. 

Tins would leave companies 
Tagging far behind inflation 
— which looks like accelerat- 
ing weU into double figures 
this year — and combined 
with the government’s new 
tough squeeze on prices, it 
ooold bit company liquidity 
on a scale that has not been 
seen since 1974.

Heating stations are built 
along the lines to keep the 
viscosity of the oil low enough 
for it to flow in winter. 

Shengli itself has only a 
small refinery, making pro- 
duces for local use like am- 
monia and gasoline. This re- 
finery is attached to ShengJi's 
technical co&ege, and is partly 
a training facility. Shengli 
has used quite a bit of foreign 
equipment in its time. Its 
managers and working-level en- 
gineers say they are eager to 
acquire American equipment, 
especially for drilling and ex- 
tracting.

Over 40 held in Japan bank 


TOKYO. Jan. 26 lAPj — 
Firing a shotgun and demand- 
ing a quarter of a million dol- 
lars, a masked man stormed 
into an Osaka bank Friday 
where he took a large number 
of hostages and left four' bodies 
sprawled m the bank lobby. 

Police in Osaka said the 
four — believed to be two po-

Dodging bullets along 
the streets of Tehran

TEHRAN, Jan. 26 (Rj — “Please get down, Please. My 
officers are ordering me to shoot you right now." 

Tbe young Iranian soldier screamed the warning to a 
group of us huddled helplessly behind a garden fence as a 100- 
meter stretch of Tehran's main thoroughfare, toe Shah Keza 
Avenue, became a battlefield Friday. 

He sounded as though he was weeping. And then his cry 
was cui off by machinegun fire as about 20 of his comrades 
did as they had been told. 

1 lay in trampled bushes ui toe garden of a niiddleclass 
bouse, shielded by the shoulder-high steel fence, as toe patrol 
brake under the taunts of demonstrators. 

They fired hundreds of rounds, blazing away for a whole 
hour. Mas 1 of the shots went over demonstrators' heads — 
none hit my fence — but many were aimed to wound or kilL 

Ihe patrol was on duty at toe corner of Kaikh and Shah 
Rcza Avenues when i arrived to check reports that four 
students had been shot dead shortly before 

At each end of the block, protesters wailing toat many 
people had died were setting massive bonfires of truck tires, 
sending black smoke billowing into the dull grey sky. 

Hundreds of young demonstrators came marching with 
long, hurried strides from Tehran University, a few hundred’ 
meters away, carrying wooden slaves and chanting “God I* 
Great," “Death to I Prime Minister Shahpur) Bakfatiar.” 

As rhey came within 50 meters of toe patrol, some sol- 
diers rushed into the middle of the avenue and fired several 
rounds of tear gas. Others fired countless single rifle shot 
over toe head of the fleeing demonstrators. 

Then, on toe pavement 15 meters in front of me, a boy 
of about 12 fell to toe ground, blood seeping through the 
front of his shin as he clutched his stomach and the panic 
began. 

Most demonstrators, falling over each other, scrambled 
into doorways and over garden fences as the gunshots, single 
cracks along with bursts, became noticeably closer and con- 
tinued non-stop. 

A group of youths hurried from cover and carried the 
boy through a garden gate while others ran back on to the 
street and shouted at the soldiers: "stop, you are killing us all. 
We are your brothers.” 

But the soldiers went on shooting. On the pavement 
across toe street, another demonstrator was hit and became a' 
scarlet blur as friends grabbed him and rushed back along the 
avenue. 

As 1 peered over toe fence, I saw other small groups fur-

Ambulances began arriving on the now-empty avenue 
and toe shooting continued as the crews looked for bodies.

people.” 

The threat was contained in a press release from toe 
foreign ministry.

The statement said the ministry had urged a group of 19 
countries to act expeditiously on earlier appeals for help in 
resettling the refugees, “before we are compelled by circums- 
tances to ask the Tung An to proceed to its original port of 
destination." 

Six of 19 countries toe Philippines has appealed to for 
help have agreed to resettle a total of 226 refugees, with Israel 
taking 102 and France, 86. 

The Israeli -bound group left early this week and 66 others 
had been flown earlier to new homes in New Zealand and 
^ France. Twenty-six are expected to leave for France soon, 
^ 20 for-JVest Germany and 11 for Switzerland.
